THE COERCION BILL. 


FULL TEXT OF THE ORIGINAL AND 
AMENDED FIRST CLAUSE. 


The Manner of Inquiry and Powers of 
Resident Magistrates—Churchill After 
Trevelyan—The French Cabinet Crisis— 
Boulanger Likely to Retain Office—The 
Czar Among the Cossacks—A Great La- 
bor Strike in Belgium—lItaly Abandons 
the Abyssinian Expedition — Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 19.—As it has been quite hope- 
less for any outsider to follow in detail the de- 
bate in committee on the crimes bill, it has 
been out of the question to trans- 
mit such detuil daily by cable. I 
now send you, verbatim, the first clause, as 
originally brought in and as now finally 
amended in committee. The careless con- 
struction of the original clause may be 
gathered from the numerous impor- 
tant safe-guards which, under press- 
ure, the Government has accepted. 
Ifa more reasonable and conciliatory disposi- 
tion had been shown by the Ministers the 
whole clause might have been got through in 
two nights. The first clause of the bill as 
brought in was as follows: 

Whenever the Attorney-General for Ireland 
believes any offense to which the section ap- 
plies has been committed in the proclaimed 
district, he may direct the resident magistrate 
to hold an inquiry under the section. There- 
upon such resident magistrate may, although 
no person may be charged before him 
with the commission of such crime, sit 
at the police court, or petty sessional court- 
house, or police station and examine on oath 
concerning such offense any witness appear- 
ing before him; may take the deposition of 
such witnesses and, if he see any cause, may 
bind such witness by recognizance to appear, 

GIVE EVIDENCE 
at the next petty sessions, or when called 
upon within three months from the date of 
such recognizance, The enactments relating 
to compelling the attendance of a 
witness Before the Justice and to 
the witnesses attending before the said 
Justice, being required to give evidence con- 
cerning any matter of information or com- 
plaint for an indictable offense, shall apply 
for the purposes of this section as if they were 
re-enacted herein and in terms made applica- 
ble thereto.’’ 
THE AMENDED CLAUSE. 

The bill, as amended in committee, is as 
follow: Waere sworn information has 
been made that any offense to which this sec- 
tion applies has been committed in a pro- 
claimed district, the Attorney-General for 
Ireland may, if he thinks fit, by order, 
in writing, under his hand, direct 
a resident m trate, of whose legal 


Chancelor shall be satisfied to hold an inquiry 
under this section. Thereupon, such resident 
magistrate may, if he so thinks fit, 
although no person may de charged 
before him with the commission of such crime, 
sit at the police court where the offense has 
been committed, in Dublin, or at the place 
where the petty sessions for the petty session- 
al district in which said offense has been com- 
mitted, are usually held; examine on oath 
concerning such offense any person whom he 
has reason to believe to be capable of 
giving material evidence concerning 
such offense, other than any person 
confessing himself or herself to be the 
offender, or the husband or wife of such per- 
son, and shall take the statement of such wit- 
ness; and if he see cause shall bind such wit- 
ness by his own recognizance to ap- 
pear and give evidence at the next 
petty session, or when called upon 
within three months from the date of such 
recognizance, provided no sitting of any 
inquiry under this section shall commence 
except between the hours of 10 a. m. 
and 6 p. m. provided, also, that 
a shorthand writer shall be in attendance 
at such inquiries and shall take down the 
questions of the magistrate and the answers of 
each witness; provided also, that upon any 
person being accused ofa crime, respecting 
which inquiry under this section has been 
held, such accused person or his solicitor, 
upon being returned for trial, shall forthwith 
be supplied with copies of all depositions 
taken at any inquiry under this section, of any 
witness to be called against him. 
OLD ACTS APPLICABLE. 

The enactments contained in the petty ses- 
sions of Ireland, Act 1851, Section 18, relating 
to the compelling of the attendance of wit- 
nesses before a Justice, and to the witness at- 
tending before a Justice being required to give 
evidence concerning a matter of an informa- 
tion or complaint for an indictable offense; or 
concerning a matter of nformation or com- 
plaint, in respectof an offense punishable upon 
summary conviction,as the cause may be, 


if they were re-enacted herein, and in terms 
made applicable thereto; provided, in case a 
warrant shall be issued forthe arrest of any 
witnesses in the first instance without any 
summons having previously been served or 
disobeyed, such witness shall, on demand, be 
entitled to receive from the resident magis- 
trate holding the inquiry a copy of the infor- 
mation or complaint on which the warrant for 
his arrest was issued. 

Where a witness, examined at such inquiry 
under this section is under the age of 12 
years, the parent or guardian of such witness, 
or the relative or friend with whom such wit- 
ness usually resides shall be entitled to attend 
at such inquiry. 

The resident magistrate holding an inquiry 
under this section, shall himself conduct such 
inquiry and shall not permit any other person 
to question or examine any witness.’’ 

The first additional provision was 
inserted at the instance of Mar- 
um; the second and fifth provisions 
and the two concluding sections, inserted at 
the instance of Healy;the fourth at the in- 
stance of Healy, with amendments by the 
Government. In this fourth provision it will 
be seen that according to the draft the solici- 
tor is to be returned for trial in addition to the 
client.

Luitpoldjthe Regent of Bavaria, will receive 
Emperor Francis Joseph’s sanction to assume 
the Bavarian throne, and that Emperor WIl- 
lam's consent has already been obtained. 
This, it is said, was received when Prince 
Luitpold visited Berlin recently.

SALISBURY AND THE VATICAN. 

ROME, May 19.—A gentieman in the confi- 
dence of Lord Salisbury, the British Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, is negotiating with the 
Vatican, in a semi-official capacity, for the re- 
sumption of official relations between the 
Vatican and Engiand. 

THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION ABANDONED.

A GREAT STRIKE. 

BRUSSELS, May 19.—The metal-workers of 
Belgium are joining the strike inaugurated by 
the miners.

Eighteen thousand per- 
ens have struck in the center district alone. 
Troops are being forwarded to prevent the 
strikers from committing acts of violence.

A MURDEROUS ROBBER. 
VIENNA, May 1¥.—Six persons have been 
killed and robbed in the vicinity of Odrau, a 
smali town in Austrian Silesia by a man who 
was recently released from prison. The mur- 
derer has not yet been arrested.

KATKOFF LOSING HIS GRIP. 

BERLIN, May 19.—M. Katkoff’s anti-Ger- 
man articles in the Moscow Gazette have, it is 
understood here, displeased the Czar and 
weakened the editor’s position in Russian af- 


fairs. 
THE CZAR AT NOVO TCHERKASE. 


St. PETERSBURG, May 19.—The Czarowitch 
was last evening installed with great ceremony 
at Novo Tcherkask as Hetman of the 
Cossacks. The decree of appointment was 
publicly read to the Cossack soldiers. The 
Czar thanked the Coasacks for their faithful 
services and for the cordial reception they 
had extended to him and his family. The 
Czar then handed the Hetman’s baton to the 
Czarowitch, the presentation being at- 
tended with great pomp and i céfre- 
mony, which included a superb 
exhibition of Imperial regalia and 
jewels. After this ceremony the Czar reviewed 
a Cousack regiment, a reserved battery of 
young military pupils, and two regiments 
of Cossack boys. The Kalmuck horse- 
men then gave an exhibition of the 
war game for the entertainment of 
the Imperial visitors and pres ented the Czar 
with a cream-colored horse. The day’s cere- 
monies and exhibitions were followed in the 
evening by a gorgeous display of fire-works 
and a grand jubilation ball.

THE TEA TRADE REVIVES. 

SHANGHAI, May 19.—The tea business which 
was suspended for a week by the Hankow 
Guild, on account of the low prices offered by 
foreign buyers, has been resumed, a com- 
promise having been effected with the Gulid. 
Only the first tea crop will be offered for sale 
this year. o

TACKLED BY TOUGHS. 


EDITOR O’BRIEN’S PAINFUL ENCOUNTER 
WITH TOBONTO ORANGEMEN. 


The Irish Agitator and Several Friends As- 
savited by a Mob While Out for a Wan- 
The Affair Denounced by the Toronto 
Press—Mr. O’Brien Pieased Over the 
Bad Break of His Enemies—A New York 
Reporter Seriously Injured. 


ToRONTO, May 19.—Last night at 8:30 o’clock 
Editor O’Brien and a party of his friends, 
while out foranevening walk, were attacked 
bya mob of Orangemen. O’Brien’s hat was 
knocked off and J. M. Wall, a New York news- 
paper reporter, was badly hurt by a stone, 
which struck him on the head. D. P. Cahill 
was also knocked down and received several 
severe injuries. Mr. O’Brien reached his hotél 
without physical injury. 

PROSPECTS OF TROUBLE AT OTTAWA. 

Orrawa. Ontario, May 19.—Deputations of 
Orangemen from Carlton and Ottawa met yes- 
terday and decided to prevent Mr. O’Brien 


| from speaking atthe rink or anywhere this

DENOUNCED BY THE PRESS.

He stands now identified with 
the cause of free speech in Can- 
ada, of freedom to walk the 
streets, and of freedom to indicate his opinion, 
and these common rights must be vindicated 
at any necessary trouble or cost. It is impos- 
sible for this or any other Canadian city to 
submitto the insufferable imputation that a 
mob of blackguards can pile upon and drive 
out any man who bas a legal right to walk the 
streets. 5 

A DISGRACEFUL ACT.

Ihave about 6,000tons of ice, fancy quality 
of Northern ice, that I willfurnish to anyone 
that wants to pay a fair price. My ice has 
been in market for sale for about six weeks 
and has been offered at fair prices to 
solicitors. I have gathered some trade, 
considerable difficulty to obtain, as one 
consumer will waste fifteen days of time 
and have you call about twenty-five times be- 
fore he will decide whether he wantsice at a 
reasonabie figure. Others take advantage of 
non-pool men and wantyou to almost give 
them ice for nothing; for instance, a party the 
other day offered me $3.25 per ton for my ice, 
which is a starving offer, as Northern ice costs 
$2.80 per ton to get here; then there 
are others that are already getting 
ice at a reasonable figure from pool men, that 
will give poolice the preference at the same 
price ora somewhat lower figure;there are 
others that will say call back again in afew 
days, in order to have a chance to 
luterview their regular ice men, and 
then when you come back they have all 
arrangements made satisfactorily. This kind of 
treatment is not pleasant and is discourag- 
ing to anon-pool person, and I concluded to 
believe that consumers are not entitled to 
cheap ice and give pool men certain credit for 
asking high prices for ice when consumers 
are willing to pay forit.

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


The Missouri Legislature Still Wasting Time 
5 and Doing Nothing. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DIST A Tron. 

JEFFERSON Orrr. Mo., May 19.—In the House 
this morning the Ohair announced the follow- 
ing committee of Inquiry: Wiemer, Dunn of 
Lincoln and Arbuthnot. 

Mr. Jewett introduced House bill No. 19, an 
act to punish railroads convicted of a violation 
of the law. 

Mr. Noel introduced House bill No. 20, re- 
quiring railroads to furnish cars to shippers, 
and authorizing shippers to repair cars. 

Mr. Brown introduced House bill No. 21, un- 
derstood to be a redraft of old No, 620. 

Mr. Whitelaw introduced bill No. 22, amend- 
ing an act regulating private corporations. 

The Committee on Appropriations reported 
bill No. 9, with two amendments, one being 
an emergency clause and the other increasing 
the amount appropriated for expenses of the 
special session from $85,000 to $50,000. 

Mr. Johnson introduced a petition of 85,000 
citizens of Buchanan County on the subject of 
railroad legislation. Several leaves of absence 
were granted after which a motion to adjourn 
was made upon which the roll was called, re- 
sulting in ayes, 47; noes, 58. 

The House then proceeded with the consid- 
eration of the Macklin resolution to appoint 
a member from the Eighth District to serve 
on the Committee of Internal Improvement. 
Mr. Macklin asked that the resolution be laia 
over until to-morrow to give the House time 
to investigate the matter. 

Mr. Curran moved to refer the matter toa 
committee of three. 

Mr. Bridges amended moving thatit be 
referred to the members from St. uis. This 
occasioned considerable laughter, upon which 
Mr. Bridges remarked that he hadn’t intended 

be funny, but had honestly 
that the members from St. 
could best investigate the 
matter, as they seemed to be interested in it 
and he was sure no one else was. (Laughter. 
MR. DRABELLE RESIGNS. 

Mr. Drabelle: Mr. Speaker, the time of 
this House is of too much importance to be 
wasted on a matter 80 trivial as this. I there- 
fore send to the Clerk’s desk the following 
resignation: “‘Tothe Speaker and Members 
of the Thirty-Fourth General Assembly: I 
hereby respectfully tender my resignation as a 
member of the Internal Improvements Com- 
mittee and ask ite immediate acceptance.’’ 

Mr. Bodine moved to refuse to accept the 
resignation. Mr. Miller followed with a speech 
of commendation upon Mr. Drabelle, under 
the stimulus of which Mr. Dradelle said that 
when he offered bis resignation he was under 
the impression that it would be, perhaps, 
acted upon by the House. 

Mr. Holland said that Mr. Drabelle had voted 
in the Ninth District and, in his opinion, was 
not properly a representative of the Eighth. 

Mr. Haynes offered a substitute to the reso- 
lution of Mr. Macklin providing that the 
Speaker assign an additional member from 
the Eighth district. This substitute appeared 
to be loaded. Mr. Bridges thought the Speaker 
had no —_— to appoint another member. 
W hile he himself did not object to it,there might 
be representatives of other Congressional 
Districts who would object to St. uis hav- 
ing two members on that committee, when no 
other city in thé’State had even one. 

Mr. Curtis said, among other things, that 
the consideration of this question might in- 
volve more serious matters, a remark that 
was understood to a! the question even of 
Mr. Drabelle’s eligibility tu his seat on the 
floor, as it had been stated that when the 
Legislature convened at its regular session 
Mr. Drabelle had given up his residence in St. 
Louis, and upon his return had not gone to re- 
side in his district. This view of the matter 
was apparent and was discussed privately, 
but not made in a speech upon the floor. 

Mr. Drabelle again asked that his resigna 
tion be accepted. The Speaker put the ques- 
tion and the resignation was accepted. The 
House then adjourned until 10 o’clock to-mor- 
row. 


THE SENATE. 

In the Senate another railroad bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Mansfleid. The Johnson bill 
was referred to the Committee on Internal 
Improvements. The question of referring the 
Ball and Smith bills was, at the request of the 
authors of the bills, deferred until to-morrow 
upon which the Senate, after a ten minutes 
session, adjourned. 

These two gentlemen express themselves in 
favor of equitable legislation, and it is under- 
stood that the adjournment to-day was taken 

ending acompromise Of the seeming dead- 

ock, which compromise, it is said, will 

result in a reference of the bilis to the 
committee, but upon a better understand- 
ing between the factions than.that which has 
previously existed. This concession on the 
part of these two gentlemen is regarded as in- 
dicating a spirit of fairness. 


THE PACIFIC INVESTIGATION. 


Jay Gould Continues His Testimony Before 
the Commission. 


New Tonk, May 19.—When the Pacific Rail- 
way Oommission got to work this morning 
Jay Gould resumed the witness-stand and the 
inquisition was continued by Commissioner 
Anderson. Mr. Gould testified that the pro- 
visions of the consolidated mortgage 
trust were strictly complied with by 
the trustees, and the bonds issued 
as therein provided.

Tue trustees,’’ said he, ‘‘oniy charged the 
amounts named inthe mor The accounts 
ou show are of negotiations with the Union 
acific, and they could get their own prices. 
You will find that the accounts of the trustees 
will balance with the mortgage. Maxwell 
and Graves, to whom many of these bonds 
were issued, Were the brokers of a St. Louis 
N who had refused to convert his bonds. 
y explanation of the transaction with 
these brokers ig that the Union Pacific 
first acquired title in the bonds from the trus- 
tees, and then disposed of them. The provi- 
sions of the mortgage prohibits the acquire- 
ment of the bonds of the trustees of the Kan- 
sas Pacific, and the trustees would certainly 
treat the successor company. the Union 
Pacific, as though it were the Kansas Pacific. 
Where the commission is mixed Up, is that it 
is trying to get at the deali of the trustees 
through a set of accounts of the Union Pacific 
which the trustees had notbing to do with.’’

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER IN A TENT ON THB 
RIVER BANK. 


— — 


John Murdoch, a Driver for a Carondelet 
Quarry, Mysteriously Murdered at Mid- 
night—No Apparent Provocation fer the 
Crime—Louis A. Amsden and His Young 
Wife Arrested of Suspicion — Their 
Stories. 


At about 12 o’clock last night on the bank of 
the Mississippi River in Carondelet, John Mur- 
doch, a cart-driver, nearly 60 years of age, but 
strong and vigorous, was murdered as he lay 
asleep in his tent. At dawn, as Om - 
cers Quigley and O’Brien stood on 
the railroad track near the Vulean 
Steel-Works, a man of medium height came 
slowly up the track. A dirty cloth cap of 
mixed tweed goods was pulled down over his 
eyes; a coat of the same material hung loosely 
on his rounded shoulders. On his face was 
a two week’s growth of black beard 
and a heavy mustache. He walked at a good 
pace, evidently with ah object in view. Ashe 
neared the officers he motioned with his right 
hand as though to hold them where they were. 
A minute more and he was beside them. 

There's a man killed down here,’’ he said. 
There was not much excitement in his tone or 
manner. He led the officers quietly down the 
bank to a point about forty yards north of the 
American Air Brake Company’s works. Here 
on the bank of the river stood a little tent. 
The flap- that closed the front was 
drawn together. A few feet from 
it two watch-dogs ohained to an oak tree 
yelped at the ufiexpected visitors. One of 


the officers drew back the flap of the tent. 
One of the strings that held it was tied but the 
other one, nearer the ground, was unfastened. 
Within were all the necessities of a little 
household: A clock, cooking and eating 
utensiis,and a box of carpenters’ tools. 0 
ON THE BUNK, 

at the side of the tent, lay the figure ofan old 
man. His form.was covered by the bed-cloth- 
ing, that w rawn up about his neck. Un- 
der ft his figure was curied up as though he 
was in the full enjoyment of a peaceful 
and undisturbed rest. His face was 
a ruddy brown his mustache 
and hair of sandy hue. There was no evidence 
of pain about his mouth, orin any of the lines 
of his face. But in the center of his forehead 
gaped a huge hole, from which the blood had 
welled out upon the pillow and the cloth- 
ing of the bed. Death evidently 
been instantaneous and painiess. Nothing in 
the tent had been disturbed by the intruder 
who had fired the fatal shot. Nothing had 
been left by him to indicate — 1 — | 
the dead body on the bunk and the loosene 
ee on the tent bore evidence of the midnight 
visitor. 

From the tent the man who had given the 
alarm led the officers through a thicket to the 
bank of the river, where, fastened to the bank, 
was a good-sized boat, with a little cabin 
quite large enough to accommodate two or 
three. Within the cabin of this boat the man, 
who gave his name as Louis A. Amsden, said 
he and his wife lived at times, and it was 
there that they had been last night when the 
murder had occurred. 

On the report of Quigley and O’Brien Sergt. 
McNamee went to the spot.and made 

A THOROUGH EXAMINATION. 
In the tent he found no evidence save that a 
a murder bad been committed, presuma- 
bly with a 48-caliber revolver, held 
close to the head of the murdered 
man. On the boat the only firearms 
found were a double-barreled, muzzle- 
loading shotgun loaded and with caps in 
place. This Amsden claimed to have fired at 
some unknown men, presumably the mur- 
derers of Murdoch, Amsdeén’s story, as re- 
lated to the police, was faulty in only two 
articulars. le stated that while sleepin 
ast night he was awakened by the barking o 
the dogs. He went out of the cabin 
of the boat and saw the figures of some 
men on the bank. One of them threwa club 
at him. He called to his wife to bring him his 
gun, and when she handed it to him he fired 
two shots atthe men, who ran up over the 
bank and disappeared. He remained awake 
the rest of the night, but did not leave the 
boat because his wife did not care to be left 
alone. He had no idea that anything had 
happened to Murdoch, whom he supposed to 
be sleeping soundly in the tent. At dawn he 
left the boat and went up to the tent. One of 
the dogs had broken loose, bus the other was 
chained where he had left it. He drew back 
the flap of the tent and called to Murdoch, but 
there wasno answer. Then he saw that he 
was dead, and started out to alarm the police. 
AMSDEN ARRESTED. 

In the trunk in the little cabin was found 
quite a collection of papers and letters and a 
diary. The letters were addressed to L. A. 
Osburne, and the diary was written in the 
name of the same person. It gave an account of 
a military liieon the Western frontier in 1879. 
A good silver watch was found on the table. 
It bore the initials ‘‘lL. A. O. Amsden s 
attention was first oalied to the watch, 
and he was asked what the initials 
meant. He answered thatthey stood for his 
name. He was reminded that O. did not 
U Ameden and he replied that the 
„„O. was an initial which belonged to him, 
but which he seldom used. He was then 
asked about tne diary and corre- 
spondence and he said that they were 
those of a cousin of his, L. A. Osborne 
who wasinthearmy. He was asked whether 
the watch was not Osborne’s, and apparently 
forgetting himself, he said that itwas. This 
was point No. 1 against Amsden. The fact 
that the pistol had been place 20 
accurately to the head of the murdered 
man,and that the dogs had not made sufficient 
noise to arouse him before the shot was fired, 
was looked upon as point No. 2. 
Point No. 8 was the testimony of Private 
Watchman O’Oonnell of the American Air 
Brake Company and Private Watchman Mo- 
Court of the Western Steel-Works, both of 
whom heard one, and only one shot, at about 
midnight, from the direction of the tent. Point 
No. 4 was the statement made 1 
that he had reloaded his gun after ng with 
a light charge for his wife to use, and 
the contradiction’ of this in a subsequent 
statement made by him that the gun had been 
reloaded with a double charge of buckshot. 
Under the circumstancés it was thought best 
to hold Amsden and his wife, andthey were 
taken to the Carondelet station and locked up 
in separate cells. When examined at the 
station they told substantially the same story. 

AMSDEN’S STORY. 

To a POST-DISPATCH reporter Amsden said 
that he had known Murdoch since October 
last. I was work

the farm. When I was sick he came over and 
took care of me; and afterward I asked him 
to live with me, and he did. We worked 
on Sam Harris’ place, near Kimmswick. 
A while ago we made up our minds to come 
up to St. Louis. I am a stonemason by trade 
and I thought if Icould get work here I 
could earn more money and thea ‘Saturday 
nights I could go down to Kimmswick in m 
skiff. I tried it one Saturday and 
found I couldn’t do it because the current was 
so stiffcomingup. Imade up mind then 
to bring up my wife and get a house. We 
came up and camped out opposite the Gov- 
ernment grounds. Murdoch bad got work 
driving a team at the Vulcan and I was 
romised work therefor a year, and perhaps 
our years. We did not like where we were, 
and so we came upa way and got permis- 
sion from the policeman to camp out 
near the steel- works. We came up 
there day before yesterday in the forenoon. 
We arranged that one of us should work until 
get a house, and then us 
should work. Murdoch was working and I 
was taking care of camp. Iflcould get work 
at my trade I was to work and Murdoch look 
after the camp, because I could earn $or $3.50 
a day, und be could only earn 50. 
Usuaily we all slept in the tent with a little 
artition between. Ihad only fixed up one 
bunk yesterday though, and so Murdoch sieps 
there alone. 

Amsden then related the story of the alarm 
as he had told it to the officers.

Coates sued for divorce. He then received a 
letter from Coates threatening that if his 
father did not keep from meddling in the de- 
fendant’s affairs he would publish a letter 
which he inclosed. The letter was from 
J. B. Merwin and characterized Amos B. 
Keith as a ‘‘first class confidence man. The 
letter was published the day of the murder. 
Both witness and his father had testified in the 
Coates divorce case. 

On cross-examination, the witness testified 
that his relations had been very 
friendly with Coates until he _ tesified in 
the divorce proceedings concerning 
the latter’s income. After that they 
stopped speaking one to the other, and Coates 
commenced deluging him with abusive letters, 
which were very much mixed. The witness 
did not know his father lived on 
Eugenia street until he learned of the murder. 
If — believed witness’ father had been 
intimate with Mrs. Coates, the defendant was 
certainly insane in the opinion of the witness. 

Mrs. Anna L. Bradley witnessed the shooting 
and heard the defendant say: ‘‘The —--—— 
ruined my home and I killed him. He then 
left. Sheraised the head ofthe wounded man, 
but heard him utter only one groan. 

James Coppage, who was a member of the

There is nothing in a contest between 
two West Virginia Democrats for a seat in 
the Senate to disturb the judicial equill- 
brium of that body. It is composed of 
lawyers, who, in such a case, will have no 
motive to disregard precedents or to trifle 
with the grave Constitutional questions 
involved, 

When a vacancy results from the ad- 
journment of the Legislature without 
electing a Senator, there is no question of 
the Governor’s power to fill that vacanoy 
by appointment until the Legislature shall 
have met again and chosen a Senator, and 
there is no denial of the proposition that the 
Governor’s appointee must surrender the 
seat to the man chosen by the Legislature 
to serve out the term. The limited power 
of the Governor and the plenary power of 
the Legislature in the premises are both 
conferred by the Federal Constitution. 
Its exercise by either can, therefore, be reg- 
ulated only by Congressional legislation in 
pursuance of the Constitution, or by such 
State legislation as that Constitution ex- 
pressly permits or implies, 

The West Virginia Legislature having 
adjourned without electing a Senator, the 
Governor appointed Lucas. Then he 
called the Legislature to meet in extra 
session, and relying upon a provision of 
the State Constitution which prohibits a 
called session from entering upon any 
legislative business not designated in the 
call, he omitted from his call any refer- 
ence to the election of a Senator, and now 
claims that the election of FAULKNER by 
the called session was void, for no other 
reason than that the State Constitution 
deprived it of the power to elect a Senator 
without the consent of the Governor. In 
other words, the power conferred upon 
the State Legislature by the Federal Con- 
stitution had been taken away by the 
State Constitution, or so hampered there- 
by as to be exercisable by the Legislature 
with the Governor’s permission only. 

The material question in the West Vir- 
ginia contest, therefore, is whether such 
force can be permitted to a State Con- 
stitution without defeating the intent 
and purpose of the Federal Constitution 
and giving the Governor control of a Sen- 


atorship fortwo years when the State has 


a lawfully constituted Legislature, not 
only in-being, but actually in session. It 
may reasonably be contended that the 
limitation placed upon the called session 
by the State Constitution was intended to 
apply only to State legislation, and at all 
events cannot be so applied as to disturb 
the distribution of power for national 
purposes ordained by the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

The Federal law provides that when a 
Senatorial vacancy occurs it shall be filled 
“at the next meeting of the Legislature”— 
not Vat the next regular session.“ When 
TRUMBULL of Lilinois was first elected to 
the Senate, it decided that the Constitu- 
tion of Illinois could not affect his quali- 
fication or the validity of his election un- 
der the Federal law, and that the Senate, 
as judge of the qualifications and elec- 
tions of its own members, could seat him 
in violation of a provision of the State 
Constitution, when such provision did not 
affect the validity of the Legislature and 
was instituted only to control or limit its 
action in the choice of a Senator. The 
West Virginia contest seems to be right in 
the line of this precedent, and will prob- 
ably be decided in accordance therewith.

OBEY THE LAW. 

The following paragraph from the 
Mayor’s message to the Municipal Assem- 
bly speaks for itself: 

In this connection I desire to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that two of the roads now ter- 
minating here are occupying streets and high- 
ways without proper authority. The St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway 
Company is occupying Barry, Marion and 
Oarroll streets, from Main to Kosciusko, and 
Soulard, Lafayette end Lesperance streets, 
from the whart to Kosciusko street, and also 
Russell avenue and Trudeau street, from Main 
street to the wharf, without ever having ob- 
tained permission by ordinance sotodo. The 
same company is maintaining a large number 
of tracks on Main street, while ite grant con- 
templated only two. The St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railway Company, not having com- 
plied with the provisions of ordinance 12,853, 
approved June 6, 1884, has forfeited all its 
rights east of Tayon avenue. It is occupying 
streets and alleys in that section with its tracks 
and freight-houses without authority. It is 
not my desire nor {fs it my intention to dis- 
possess either company of its present holding, 
butitiseminently proper that both should 
legalize their occupations by ordinance. The 
necessary steps wilibe taken by me to move 
them to such action. 

The public will wait to see whether 
there is any power in the city government 
to compel railroads to obey the law.

the public and of the Commission, which 
is accorded solely on account of the 
difficulties and delays incident to getting 
all the requirements of the new law into 
harmonious and general operation.

THE letter of ANDREW CARNEGIE on the 
celebration by Americans of the Queen’s 
jubilee is a stinging rebuke to a species 
of toadyism not wholly unknown in the 
West and altogether too prevalent in the 
East.

The Secretary of the Treasury authorizes 
the statement that for the ten months of the

Sundays. This will be a tax upon the people 
of the United States, eatimating their number 
at 60,000,000, of $6 for every man, woman 
and child in the country. How much heavier 
the levy really is will be understood when it 
is remembered that almost every dollar of this 
enormous sum is obtained by indirect taxation. 

This enormous revenue is about $100,000, 008 
in excess of the legitimate needs of the Gov- 
ernment. The opposition to ita reduction 
comes from the comparatively small element 
which is a direct beneficiary of the system. 
The inflation in the values of imported mer- 
chandise operates also to inflate the values of 
similar goods of domestic production. How 
many millions are drawn from the people 
each year by this element there is no means of 
knowing, but they are many indeed. 


A Relic of Carpetbagism. 
From the Boston Herald. 

A New Orleans correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post brings out the fact, not 
generally known, that the Louisiana Lottery 
is a rello of carpetbag rule. The law to incor- 
porate it was passed by the first Republican 
Legislature, in 1868, and no step to overthrow 
it was taken during the whole period of re- 
construction. After the Democrats came into 
power, in 1877, various attempts were made 
against it in the Legislature and the consti- 
tutional convention. ‘‘In 1879 an act was 
passed repealing the charter of the lottery 
company, but the Republican judge of the 
United States District Court pronounced this 
null and void, as a violation ofacontract. In 
the constitutional convention of 1879 a majority 
of the Democrats voted against an article re- 
establishing the lottery, but every Republican 
member, witha minority of the Demoorats, 
voted for it, and it was thus carried by a small 
majority, while the same combination of the 
solid Republican vote with the Democratic 
minority refused to submit this article to a 
separate vote of the people, who, it was be- 
lieved, would have defeated it.’’ No doubt 
such astatement will astonish New England 
Republicans, who are apt to think that only 
Democrats drink, gamble and fight.

“Into effect June 19, 1887, and which provides 
‘that under the merchants’ license vinous, 
fermented or spiritous liquors shall not 
be sold in any quantity less than five gallons, 
Yor any purpose whatever. The law as it now 
stands prohibits a merchant from selling 
vinous, splritous or fermented liquors in any 
‘quantity less than one gallon for any purpose 
whatever. The effect of the amendment to 
the limit from one gallon to five 

lions. The question is whether a merchant, 
under the new law, can sell five gallons made 
up in. part of vinous, in part of fermented and 
in part of spiritous liquors.

The mandamus proceeding against the 
Sportsman's Park and Club Aseociation, Chris 
Von der Ahe and Henry Ahlbrandt, instituted 
by Wm. K. Spinney, a stockholder, was called 
up this morning in Judge Barclay’s Court. 
A demurrer to the writ was entered 
in behalf of the respondents in which 
it was averred that the petition of 
Mr. Spinney lacked the necessary signature 
of a State officer. It was also contended that 
the petitioner had no right to inspect the 
books of the Association. A. M. Suliivan ap 
peared in behalf of Mr. Spinner, and Obas. 
8. Broadhead for the respondents. 
The Court laid the matter over until 
to.morrow morning, intimating that it would 
receive immediate attention. Mr. Sullivan 
announced that his client desired a speedy 
disposition ef the case, inasmuch as some of 
the parties would be leaving the State 
shortly. 

Mr, Spinney claims the right of a stock- 
holder owning ten shares of the stock to see 
the cash-book, ledger, journal, record, stock 
and transfer books of the association for three 
years past. He alleges that the right has been 
denied to him by Mr. Von der Ahe, the Presi- 
dent and Treasurer, and he has no other 
remedy than to apply to the courts. 


Experts on the Gasometer Case. 


Counsel in the trial of ‘the st. Louis Gas 
Light Company's suit against,the American 
Fire Insurance Company of Philadelphia, a 
claim for the explosion of the Singleton street 


gasometer, struck a snag to-day in the exam- 
ination of an expert witness, Prof. Potter. 
Exception was taken as to the range of testi- 
mony sought to be elicited, and as it involved 
the whole question of expert opinion, Judge 
Valliant in passing upon the matter committed 
his views to paper as follows: 

The opinion of an expert should be taken 
only on a — which is so abstruse tn its 
nature that all the facts upon which an opin- 
ion is based cannot be readily brought to the 
comprehension of the mind of one 
not educated in the articular art or 
science involved or else in case 
where all the factsincluding the scientific or 
tecnical facts cannot be intelligently presented 
to the jury. But in a case in which all the 
scientific or tecnical facts upon which an 
opinion is based can be brought tothe knowl- 
edge and comprehension of men of ordinary 
intelligence. The office of the expert ought to 
end when he testifies as to those scientific facts 
and the jury ought to be left then to draw 
their own conclusions. 

This plan will necessitate our drawing more 
elaborately and in detail from the expert wit- 
nesses’ store ofscientific and technical knowl- 
edge but will not deprive us of the benefit of his 
superior learning. In this case the opinion 
asked is based not only on scientific facts, but 
also on common facts, andto allow the wit- 
ness to give an opinion in answer to the ultimate 
question would be to allow himto decide not 
only the questions of scientific facts that 
might be involved, but also the questions of 
the common facts involved, which is mani- 
testly the province, of the jury to decide. 

‘*‘I think the safer course is for us to draw 
freely upon our learned witnesses for the 
scientific facts within their knowledge and 
then putting those facts together with the 
common facts involved form our own opinions 
as to the ultimate fact in the case. 

By agreement of counsel, fifteen of the suits 
entered by the St. Louis Gaslight Company for 
recovery of the insurance money on the gas- 
ometer which collapsed the night of December 
14, 1884, will abide the result of thiscase. A 
former jury failed to agree upon a verdict. 
The insurance companies take the position 
that the gasholder did not explode, but that it 
fell from defective supports.

A WOMAN FATALLY SHOT. 


Tries to Screen Her Lover by Telling a Lie 
About the Affair. 


About 10 o’clock last night Louisa Moore, 
alias Bentley, a colored woman, living at No. 
807 South Twenty-third street, was shot in the 
hip in the tenement house, No. 2314 Atlantic 
street, and was taken to the City Dispensary, 
where an examination by Dr. Priest developed 
the fact that the ball had entered the hip, but 
had lodged inthe abdomen. It could not be 


found, however, and she was sent to her home 
in an ambulance with the bullet still in her 
body. She stated that she had been 
visiting a friend, Jennie Baker, at No.

2314 Atiantic street, as she stated, but she was 
shot by Lafayette Moore, a negro, with whom 
she has been intimate. He resides with hi 
arents at No. 2646 Papin street, and has bee 
Lee ing company with the woman whom he 
shot since last November.

O clock last night Moore had a cht with an- 
other negro named Jackson on Papin, between 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third streets, and 
was badly beaten.

A MOOTED QUESTION. 
PILOT FREEMAN’S ACCOUNT OF THE BAT- 
* MOBILE BAY. 


Admiral Farragut Was not Lashed to the 
Rigging of the Ship Hartford—The Naval 
Commander’s Position ng the Eu- 
gagement Between the Union and Con- 
federate Vessels—An Interesting Contri- 
bution to the History of the Rebellion. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

KINGSTON, N. T., May 19—Whether or not 
Admiral Farragut was lashed to the rigging of 
the good ship Hartford in the naval combat in 
Mobile Bay, during the civil war, is still a moot- 
ed question among certain historians and of- 
cers of the navy who are yet alive. H. D. 
Baldwin of this city, wasa master’s mate on 
the Port Royal, which took part in the engage- 
ment. Martin Freeman was Admiral Farra- 
gut’s pilot. From Mr. Freeman Mr. Baldwin 
has received a letter containing facts of much 
interest in connection with this which have 
never been published. Mr. Freeman writes 
this letter to correctsome misapprehensions 
about the lashing to dhe rigging story. 
Mr. Freeman for years has been keep- 
er of Horn Island Light House, 
Mississippi Sound. Capt. Schoonmaker of the 
United States navy, now on a leave of ab- 
sence with his family, vouched to the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent as to the truthful- 
ness of Frecman, and also as to the correc- 
tions of the facts set forth by him in the fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. Baldwin: 

FREEMAN’S STATEMENT. 

„ DEAR SIR—I wish to state ail I know about 
the battle in Mobile Bay on the 5th of August, 
1864. Admiral Farragut was not lashed in the 
rigging of the Hartford. It was proposed by 
Capt. Drayton that the Admiral and myself 
should be lashed in the rigging. I said to the 
Admiral that it would be dangerous, and 
the Admiral desired to go where I 
would be near him. I told him to come 
along with meto the main top of the ship. 
Iwentin the top, and told the Admiral to 
stop in the futtock shrouds under the top 
on the port side, so he could tell me and give 
me orders what to do. When we reached 
Fort Morgan the four ironclads were inside of 
us. The Tecumseh was blown up by a tor- 
pedo, and the Brooklyn stopped and backed. 
Her torpedo-catcher was knocked away. The 
Admiral wanted to know which ironclad was 
blown up. I told him the Tecumseh. At that 
time the Brooklyn was fifteen yards 
from us and some man hailed her to 
getoutof the way. A gun was fired from 
the Hartford into the Brooklyn’s port bow. 
It was inquired who fired the gun, but it was 


not notfound out. The Hartford went ahead 
and gotclearof the Brooklyn. The Admiral 
then told meto stopthe ship and he would 
send another broadside into the water battery. 
When that was done he told me to go ahead. I 
asked him about the torpedo. He told me to 
pick my way and go into the bay or blow up, 
so Il started tbe ship ahead. The Confederate 
ficet was under weigh across the 
channel. When we passed the line of torpedos 
the Confederate ram Tennessee made for us 
under full head of steam, but we gave our 
vessel plenty of steam and started on tull 
power, andthe ram missed the Hartford by 
about six fathoms. During this time three 
Confederate gun-boats were 

RAKING OUR SHIP 
and our forward pivot-gun was disabled. Our 
consort, the Metacomet, was set on fire along- 
side of us. The fire was extinguished and we 
came on top of the Confederate gunboat 
Gaines. She sheared alongside andthe Hart- 
ford fired a broadside into her when she ran 
toward Fort Morgan, and was destroyed. The 
Metacomet was then cut loose and the Port 
Royal cut from the Richmond, and these ves- 
sels gave chase to the Selma, but the Confeder- 
ate gunboat Morgan escaped and took refuge 
under the guns of thefort. lt wasso smoky 
that we could not see far out. The 
two chasin vessels went off to 
the eastern shore of the bay, and we could 
neither see them nor the fleet. I turned the 
Hartford’s head to the southward and stopped 
the engines. Iwent to Admiral Farragut to 
congratulate him for the victory thus far in 
Mobile Bay. The officers thanked mé kindly 
for the service I had rendered. The captain 
desired very much to know where the fleet 
was. I told him to look to the southward and 
he would soon see some oftheships. By this 
time the Selma had been overtaken on the east 
shore of the bay bythe two pursuing ships, 
struck her flag and surrendered. The smoke 
cleared away and we saw the fleet then 
coming up the channel. We anchored and 
the fleet also anchored. Soon after 
the Confederate ram Tennessee came 
up the bay after us. Admiral Far- 
ragut gave orders to ram her. The 
Monongahela was the first ship that struck her, 
then came the Lackawanna, but the ram 
changed her course for tlre Hartford. We got 
our anchor up and were going for the Tennes- 
see when the Admiral told me he would man- 
age the ship himself and 

FIGHT THE RAM. 
When the two vessels came together the Ten- 
nessee struck our port bow and glanced off. 
I stood in the main rigging when the order was 
given to fire a broadside. The nine-inch solid 
shot struck her and bounded off. Isaw them 
above my head when they rebounded back. We 
then lost our enemy in the smoke. The Admi- 
ral told me to find the Elephant. I started 
the ship ahead, when we made around turn 
andthe Lackawanna came down under full 
head of steam and ran into the Hartford on 
the starboard side and cut us down eight 
planks to the water’s edge and capsized two 
nine-inch guns. She backed from us and 
would have started ahead, but the fronclad 
Manhattan was engaged with the Tennessee a 
short distance away. The ram’s smoke- 
stack was gone, The Manhattan had disabled 
her with a fifteén-inch gun and wounded Ad- 
miral Buchanan and severalofhis men. We saw 
there was a white fag flying from the pilot- 
house of the ram. The Admiral gave orders 
to board her, but the Manhattan had no boat. 
The Seminole had a boat in readiness, and an 
officer from that vessel proceeded to the ram 
and received the surrender and conveyed the 
same to Admiral Farragut. 
Jam very respectfully your obedient ser- 
ant, MARTIN FREEMAN.’’

SOMETHING DEFINITE ABOUT THE TWELVE- 
CLUB BASE BALL ASSOCIATION. 


Half the Managers in the Country in Favor 
of the Scheme — Increased Expense’’ 
Given as a Cause for the Revival of the 
Movement—How Ramsey Came to the 
Scratch—A St. Louis Athlete Breaks the 
Record—Sporting News in General and 
Sparks from the Diamond. 


The recent rumors of an impending change 
in base ball matters, although vehemently de- 
nied by many of the Eastern managers and 
Presidents, have more truth in them than the 
outside world probably supposes. At the same 
time tbe prophecied changes will not in all 
probability be along the line indicated in 
these rumors. A visiting base ball man 
who has just arrived from the East, and who 
has gone to some trouble to collect evidence 
in the case, informed the POST-DISPATCH to- 
day that the real meaning of these rumors is 
that the managers of the League and Associa- 
tion are quietly discussing the old amalgama- 


tion or 
CONSOLIDATION SCHEME, 

which now seems to be the inevitabie outcome. 

„Base ball men, East and West, said he, 
„have finally realized that the people want a 
change, and they propose to give it to them. 
Among other things Ihave learned that defi- 
nite propositions have been exchanged and 
almost agreed to, to drop out the Mets and the 
Clevelands in the Association, and Indianapo- 
lis and Washington in the League. This would 
leave twelve strong clubs to form a con- 
solidated association. They are Brooklyn, 
New York, Philadelphia, the Athletics, Bos- 
ton and Baltimore in the East, and Chicago, 
Detroit, Pittsburg, St. Louis.

in the West. This would givean array of 
Eastern talent against the West and games be- 
tween the two sections would draw like wild- 
fire in every one of these cities. Take Detroit 
and Boston in St. Louis for instance and the 
Browns in anyone ofthe League cities. The 
idea, as I understand it, isto have a percent- 
age system like that of the League last year 
and to divide the schedule into two 
trips. The expenses attendant on base 
ball have been increasing yearly. Sal 
~aries are higher, hotel bills are higher 
and now the railroads are robbing us. Base 
ball managers will be driven to some means 
of counteracting these effects, and it has been 
proposed, you know, to adopt an Eastern 
and a Western Leagne, but this would not 
satisfy the people. Thescheme of a twelve- 
club organization is strongly indorsed by Von 
der Ahe of St. Louis, Spalding of Chicago, 
Day of New York, Reach, Sharsig and Sim- 
mons of Philadelphia, Barnie of Baltimore, 
and Phelps of Louisville. How the other man- 
agers feel on the matter I have been unable to 
ascertain definitely, butI’m given to under- 
stand that the majority of them regard itin 
the same light that those I have mentioned 
dao.

THE TRUE INWARDNESS OF HIS CONTEM- 
PLATED TRIP TO EUROPE. 


Mr. Blaine to Put Himself in Co-operation 
with Gladstone, and Make Home-Rule 
Speeches—A Tour in Ireland With Mr. 
Parnell—The Rev. Mr. Burchard’s Speech 
Still Troubling the Defeated Candidate— 
Joe Manley to Manage the English and 
Irish Toars. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

AuGusTA, Me., May 19.—While Mr. Blaine is 
enjoying a change of scene across the water, 
he will not remain idle. For a man of such ac- 
tivity complete seclusion from political issues 
could not rest him. To occupy his mind and, 
perhaps, to assure himself that in his absence 
from America he is not being handicapped in 
the race for 1888, he will devote what time his 
health will allow to placing himself prominent- 
ly on record asa friend of Ireland. Soon after 
his arrival in England, it is stated by intimate 
friends, Mr. Blaine will visit Gladstone and 
put himself in co-operation with the 
great leader of the Home Rule party. 
Undoubtedly afterwards he will, as one of the 
most conspicuous men in America, be asked 
to speak at dinners and also perhaps at home- 
rule meetings. These invitations he will pos- 
sibly accept. The more radical his views the 
more attention his speeches will attract in the 
English press and the more potent, certainly, 
will be the effect on this side of the water. 
From England Mr. Blaine will make a visit to 
Ireland. If it can be arranged Parnell will 
accompany, him and together the two states- 
men will receive ovations from the people, ad - 
dress public meetings and create such an enthu- 
siasm as no American citizen has done before. 
Mr. Blaine will have secured the indorsement 
of Mr. Gladstone, and preceded by this his 
trip through Ireland would be a grand tri- 
umphal tour, with a warm welcome on évery 
hand. Already the Maine statesman is said to 
be the best-known American in Ireland, 

RUM, ROMANISM AND REBELLION. 

The three unfortunaté words uttered by Rev. 
Mr. Burchard have concerned Mr. Blaine 
greatly. To this, more than any one thing, he 
has always attributed his defeat. After the 


Governor of Maine, who is an intimate friend: 
Governor, there are no three words in the 
English language that could have done me 
so much harm just then as the ones Dr.
